(working) papers in Mexico 
before you can get a job," 
said Miss Simpson, sitting 
cross-legged on the bed in 
her room at New York's St. 
Regis. 


When she did get a job, it 


was as a clerk in a hotel 
dress shop. Sloan revamped 
the place, trained the help 
and decided to rent the shop, 
but the rent was too high and 
Sloan left.

pressed with Sloan's knowl- 
edge of the city and by her 
hospitality. 


They suggested that Sloan 


work for the airline as a 
one-woman traveler's aide 
society. Sloan became known 
for Call Sloan, a service 
through w h i c h a tourist 
could find out about any- 
thing from the "in" discothe- 
ques to where to find an 
English-speaking chauffeur. 
Sloan became indispensable 


to Braniff. 


Last 
fall. 
Sloan started 


planning her own special 
tour of Acapulco for this 
summer. It is a nine-day af- 
fair, offering travelers all the 
benefits of a tour (group- 
rate discounts at shops, res- 
taurants and for water ski- 
ing and scuba diving lessons) 
with the most sought-after 
advantage of traveling alone 
—privacy. 


The tour is not a tour in 


the usual sense. There is no 
mass herding of tourists into 
a bus for interminable visits 
to museums and the like. 
The tour is as individualized 
as possible, with limousines 
providing personalized trans- 
portation and Sloan suggest- 
ing places for the guests to 
choose from.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 
1M2 Department of Health, Educa- 


4-6-11-12 t|on and welfare plans to ask 


Congress for $5 million in the 
1972 fiscal year to set up a pro- 
gram for testing environmental 
chemicals at the Pine Bluff Ar- 
senal, an HEW official said to- 
day. 


Robert V. Pauley, assistant 


to HEW undersecretary John 
Veneman, told a news confer- 
ence that legislation probably 
would be submitted to Congress 
within two months to transfer 
the arsenal from the Depart- 
ment of Defense to HEW and 
to begin testing of environmen- 
tal "chemicals of all varieties." 


Pauley was in Little Rock to 


brief Gov. Winthrop Rockefel- 
ler's task force on plans that 
are being made to convert the 
facility's biological 
warfare 


operations to peaceful uses. 


Pauley said the Defense De- 


partment was now demilitariz- 
ing the arsenal. He said the de- 
militarization was scheduled to 
be completed by next July 1. 


Although HEW has commit- 


ted itself to take over the bio- 
logical operations at the arsen- 
al, Pauley said the facility 
might eventually be transferred 
to the new National Environ- 
mental Protection Agency cre- 
ated by President Nixon. 


He said other federal agen- 


cies, such as the Departments 
of 
Agriculture and 
Interior, 


were expected to participate in 
research at the arsenal after ita 
conversion. 


Pauley said the arsenal would 


become the first facility for 
long-term testing of mice and 
primates for effects caused by 
pesticides, food additives, cy- 
darnates, mercury and other 
chemicals. 


He said that now testing fa- 


cilities were available only for 
conducting research on a short- 
term basis. 


"We're talking about long- 


term testing of 15 months to 
two years on the same animals 
at low dosages," Pauley said. 
"This has never been done be- 
fore." 


The facility would be used as 


a clearing house for informa- 
tion on long-term experiments 
on environmental chemicals, he 
said. 


He said that the production of 


biological antipollution agent* 
at the arsenal possibly was 
"(town the road," but that the 
new facility's operations at the 
outset would be confined to re- 
search. 


Rockefeller's task force had 


suggested 
that 
the arsenal 


could be used to create biologi- 
cal agents that could be used

NEW YORK—(NEA)-—The World's Greatest Duffer and 


the World's Greatest Pro were seated together on the dais 
of the recent All-American Collegiate Golf Dinner at the 
Waldorf-Astoria. 


Vice-president Spiro Agnew and Arnold Palmer sat 


stuffed to the gills in tuxedos as they were honored and in 
turn helped honor four high school students who won golf 
scholarships, and eight of the best college golfers in the 
country. 


It was a night for comparisons between two of the best- 


known people in their fields, two who have expressed some 
interest—however amateurish—in the occupation of the 
other. 


As a golfer, the vice-president is enthusiastic, but a self- 


made hazard. His beaning of Doug Sanders in a pro-am 
tourney is a part of his hapless legend as a jock. 


"I am the Harold Stassen of golf," he said, pricking his 


own balloon. "I don't win very often, but I'm always ready 
to tee off again." 


But he left the impression that that was O.K., anyway. 


He said that Republicans were not good golfers, generally, 


Vice-President Agnew and Arnlc Palmer in jovial mood. 


and the Democrats were better: "In eight years of easy 
swinging, they put the entire country in the hole." 


Palmer has been mentioned as a possible candidate for 


governor of Pennsylvania or for other political offices in 
his home state. He has had a bad hip for the last several 
years and has not won much; his golfing career is no 
longer on the upsurge. 


Palmer became one of America's golden boys when his 


dramatic, come-from-behind finishes, his thatch of casual 
hair, his hanky hanging half out of his pocket because he 
had more important things on his mind, were being tele- 
vised as the country discovered the joys of viewing a man 
putt in their living rooms. 


In golf, Palmer is rapidly becoming a man of another 


generation. In politics, he may already be there. As he 
introduced the eight All-American golfers, he made special 
note of their hair. "These boys have haircuts, they are 
clean-cut looking . . . and I'm sure they will continue to do 
well in college courses and in the business world." 


Palmer, a sun-burnished, healthy looking millionaire, 


went on to say that he is all for the vice-president who 
"certainly supports the youth of the country. I believe 
wholeheartedly in what he says and what he is doing about 
the youth who in many instances need our help." 


One thing youth do not need is to be told that they are 


clean-cut looking—just because their hair is cut short. One 
must be far, far away with his head in a sandtrap not to 
understand this. To talk to youth nowadays, you start 
with the heart—and not. like Palmer, with the hair and 
the purse. (Of the eight All-Americans, six were in busi- 
ness courses. 
But one majored in psychology and the 


other in speech. Is it against the American Dream, which 
Palmer symbolizes, if those two young men do not decide 
to open a dry goods store?) 


Maybe Agnew, who has also had some growing pains in 


this area, has come upon such a realization. He noted 
nothing about their hair But from his vantage point as 
World's Greatest Duffer, he has a perspective that the 
World's Greatest Pro could not—or does not—have. "Golf," 
said Agnew, "is important to learn companionship, a sense 
of humility and to be able to overcome personal inade- 
quacy with diligent concentration. It is the greatest disci- 
plining factor I've ever seen "

College a year, he was again 
grateful to wonderful friends. In 
Texarkana the Tom Pittman 
family, formerly of Prescott, 
boarded him free for that year. 
To earn extra money, he worked 
as secretary to their minister at 
the Rose Hill Christian Church. 


Then, he went to Southern 


State College, where he received 
a music scholarship, worked in 
the cafeteria, taught music to 
children 
of 
some 
faculty 


members, sold ads one year for 
the yearbook at a 30 per cent 
commission, and in 1958 eoUted 
the college yearbook—the editing 
of which paid all his board. 


After receiving a degree in 


music education with a minor in 
English in 1959, Mr. Cooper was 
hired to teach 7-12 grade English 
at Emmet for the following 
school term. But with only an 
English minor at the time, he 
had to rcenter college and take 
several more English coarses in 
order to make that his major 
teaching field. He taught English 
at Emmet High School 7 years, 
and then came to Hope where he 
has just completed his fourth 
year of teaching. 


Happily married with a home 


and two children, Mr. Cooper has 
an optimisic outlook on Ufe. He 
hopes his enthusiasm might 
catch on and that his story might 
prove an inspiration to others 
who need to "pull themselves up 
by their own bootstraps."

Skoun, a district headquarters 


40 miles northeast of Phnom 
Penh, was considered the moat 
critical point for the govern- 
ment during the broad northern 
offensive that started Aug. 1. 


The spokesman said the Cam* 


bodians lost 10 men killed in re- 
capturing the town, and a com- 
mander at the scene told Cam- 
bodian journalists he believed 
about 500 Communist troops had 
been killed during the week of 
fighting. 


Air strikes covering the Cam- 


bodian 
counterattack 
came 


from the U.S. and South Viet- 
namese air forces as well as 
Cambodia's tiny force of T28 
fighter-bombers. 


Five Cambodian troops were 


wounded during the action. 


The fighting early Saturday 


involved a Communist unit at- 
tempting to infiltrate Phnom 
Penh itself, the spokesman said. 
But enemy pressure on the capi- 
tal nowis quitalow vmpjed to 
Iwsayand une Jjhen a ma- 
jor attack on the capital by a 
large force seemed imminent, 
he added. 


Elements of nearly a division 


of Communist troops bit the 
Siem Reap airport with mor- 
tars during the night and fired 
on a hospital with automatic 
weapons for one hour. Siem 
Reap is 160 miles northwest of 
Phnom Phen.

Director Curtis W. Tarr said to- 
day lottery number 195 appar- 
ently will be the highest called 
in the 1970 draft. 


Tarr set 195 as the ceiling for 


draft calls in September—the 
same as in August—and said U 
apparently will remain stable 
for the rest of the year. 


That means that eligible men 


who drew numbers higher than 
195 in the draft lottery held last 
December and who were ex- 
posed to the draft this year are 
virtually safe from Induction.
